All  of  these  developments  require  us  to  be  very  clear  about  what  we  believe  nursing  is  about:  Sustaining 
individuals  through  crises  in  their  lives,  conveying  to  them  convincingly  that  they  are  not  alone  in  facing 
these  crises,  having  superb  skills  to  comfort,  to  reassure,  to  acknowledge  loss,  grief,  disappointment  as 
well  as  relief,  joy  and  triumph  over  life-threatening  diseases,  providing  information  and  real  choices 
about  how  to  manage  health  and  illness  situations,  and  having  the  ability  to  convince  individuals  and 
collectives  that  a  healthy  community  is  worth  working  for.  Nursing  is  about  all  of  this  and  more.  That's 
what  makes  it  so  exciting  and  rewarding.  The  decade  of  the  90's  will  give  all  of  new  opportunities  to 
expand  what  we  know  and  to  take  risks  in  new  situations.  I'm  looking  forward  to  it  and  1  hope  each  one  of 
you  is  too.

It  was  a  busy  year  for  the  education  committee,  thanks  to  all  the  support  and  participation  from  the 
student  body  and  the  faculty.  February's  Job  Fair  was  well  attended  by  both  students  and  over  30 
hospitals  and  agencies  in  Toronto.  The  Faculty  Alumni  hosted  an  afternoon  reception,  in  March, 
which  gave  students  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  nurses  from  a  spectrum  of  practice  settings.  Six 
students  participated  in  a  workshop  on  "Teaching  Multicultural  Students"  held  by  the  faculty's 
Teaching-Learning  Resources  Committee.  Once  again,  CPR  courses  were  held  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  a  display  on  nursing  at  U  of  T  was  presented  at  the  Faculty  of  Medicine’s  Open  fJouse. 

Two  surveys  were  conducted  this  year  by  the  education  committee.  The  first  helped  us  to  discover 
what  students'  interests  were  in  supplemental  education  and  the  second  was  developed  to  collect  some 
data  on  students'  perceptions  of  student  life  at  our  faculty  and  at  U  of  T.  Survey  results  were  used  to 
plan  events  and  were  also  submitted  to  both  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  the  Undergraduate  Task 
Force  for  the  new  curriculum. 

Financially,  it  was  the  first  year  that  the  education  committee  raised  more  funds  than  it  spent  and 
leaves  behind  a  Balance  Sheet  in  the  black.  Best  of  luck  to  next  year's  committee  and  thanks  for  a  great 
year  in  "extra-curriculum"  education.

CHALLENGING 

CAREER 


During  my  NUR303B  clinical  experience.  I  realized  the  fundamental  importance  of  bringing  culture  into 
care.  Working  as  a  St.  Elizabeth  Visiting  Nurse  (SEVN)  is  a  very  exciting  career  for  a  person  who  likes  to 
be  challenged.  Not  only  does  a  SEVN  require  self-direction  and  a  sixth  sense  (intuition),  she/he  also  needs 
to  possess  a  cultural  insight.  A  nurse  caring  in  Toronto's  multicultural  community  needs  a  sound  concept  of 
culture  in  order  to  appropriately  plan  and  evaluate  patient  care.  With  the  rapid  increase  of  people  from 
different  cultures,  nurses  are  finding  themselves  involved  in  cultural  tensions  and  conflicts  because  of  their 
problems  in  understanding,  especially  if  ethnocentrism  prevails. 

During  my  experience  as  a  SEVN  student  nurse,  I  encountered  a  cultural  group  that  I  knew  little  about. 
My  buddy  nurse  and  I  were  challenged  by  a  Chinese  elderly  man  (Mr.  L.)  with  a  temporary  ostomy,  and 
his  family  that  possessed  values  and  beliefs  that  were  foreign  to  us.  When  we  entered  their  household,  we 
found  Mr.  L.  downstairs  in  the  basement,  wearing  a  heavy  overcoat,  boots  and  a  woolen  grey  hat,  lying 
down  on  a  lawnchair  by  an  electric  baseboard  heater  (outside  was  very  hot  and  humid).  Mr.  L.  lived  with 
his  wife,  his  married  daughter  and  two  grandchildren.  Within  this  family  nobody  was  able  to  communicate 
to  us  in  English  as  to  why  Mr.  L.  did  not  want  to  leave  the  basement  since  he  returned  home  with  the 
ostomy.  Mr.  L.  would  touch  his  legs  whenever  we  pointed  to  the  sunlit  stairs  leading  up  to  his  family.  He 
was  able  to  ambulate  without  problems  and  therefore,  we  did  not  know  why  he  consistently  resisted  the 
upstairs  environment.  On  our  third  visit  (we  taught  Mr.  L.  how  to  care  for  his  ostomy)  I  visualized  the  ten 
year  old  grandson  playing  with  ants  in  the  backyard.  I  thought  that  surely  this  ten  year  old  boy  must  know 
some  english  since  he  just  returned  home  from  school  for  his  lunch  break.  After  convincing  this  child  on 
the  importance  of  helping  us  in  communicating  with  his  grandfather,  the  child  ventured  down  into  the 
basement  with  me;  trailing  behind  us  I  heard  the  grandmother  voicing  her  feelings  in  Cantonese.  I  sensed 
that  she  did  not  want  the  grandson  downstairs,  however,  we  desperately  needed  this  child  and  therefore  I 
found  myself  toning  down  the  grandmother’s  voice  within  my  mind. 

The  grandson  helped  us  to  explain  to  his  grandfather  (diagnosed  with  colon  cancer)  that  Tylenol  was  to 
be  taken  only  for  pain,  not  everyday.  Supposedly,  the  child  said  that  his  grandfather  thought  Tylenol  was 
for  everyday,  regardless  whether  he  felt  pain  or  not.  Also,  the  young  boy  explained  to  us  that  the 
grandfather  was  not  allowed  upstairs  because  "little  children  should  not  be  around  sick  grown-ups”.  At 
this  point,  his  grandmother  who  was  still  hovering  over  the  staircase  directed  the  child  to  return  upstairs. 

The  whole  situation  was  mystifying  to  us.  Why  was  the  grandfather,  upon  returning  from  the  hospital, 
separated  from  his  family?  After  calling  Mr.  L.’s  doctor,  we  were  told  that  the  family  moved  the 
grandfather  into  the  basement  because  they  believed  that  "cancer”  might  be  contagious  and  that  the 
children  should  not  be  around  sick  people.  The  family  believed  that  the  ostomy  bag  was  a  sign  of  a 
contagious  sickness.  The  doctor  had  numerous  talks  with  the  family  and  supposedly  the  daughter  does  help 
the  grandfather  up  the  stairs  during  the  night  hours.  Anyway,  this  whole  experience  allowed  me  to 
recognize  how  difficult  it  is  for  nurses  to  interpret  cultural  behaviours  in  a  group  that  she/he  knows  nothing 
about. 

At  the  end  of  my  three-week  block,  it  dawned  on  me  that  a  SEVN  is  not  only  a  community  nurse  but  also 
a  transcultural  nurse,  whose  role  is  to  understand  and  communicate  effectively  with  patients  of  different 
values  and  beliefs.  Therefore,  in  order  for  us  to  start  caring  transculturally,  I  decided  to  include  a  cut-out 
sheet  with  basic  vocabulary  in  three  different  languages  —  a  starting  tool  for  nurses  working  in  Toronto  or 
nurses  who  decide  to  work  abroad.
